Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The idea that the Examiner had applied the wrong standard in 
assessing the usefulness of Applicant's declaration was discussed. In particular, Applicant stated that "closest prior 
art" as referred to in chapter 700 of the MPEP refers to the closest prior art made, i.e that which is disclosed in a 
working example, In Applicant's view, the closest prior art made is to be distinguished from any reference to a similar 
aspect disclosed as, for instance,part of a Markush group. The Examiner stated that this view would be taken up with 
other colleagues and a decision would be made at a later time. At the same time, the Examiner pointed out that, the 
primary reference would seem to have anticipated the plasticizer element hence an illustration of unexpected results as 
regards the plasticizer is perhaps not of much probative value. 

In addition, possible claim amendents were discussed if an agreement could not be reached as to the efficacy of the 
declaration. The Examiner also suggested that Applicant might consider claiming (D) as a hydrocarbon paraffin with 
the understanding that said oil is one consisting entirely of carbon and hydrogen atoms and, therefore, would be devoid 
of chlorine atoms because Iwahara only discloses those paraffin compounds having chlorine atoms. 
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
